bread was blamed today for a 
bizarre illness in the south of 
Fiance

lives, driven people mad and led 
others to attempt suicide Three 
other towns reported epidemics 
of ordinary food poisoning 
Strange tales of “ bread that 
makes men mad" came from the 
tiny Rhone river port of Pont St. 
Esprit, where four persons have 
died 
since 
the 
weird 
malady 
struck August 17. 
At least 200 persons have called 
for urgent medical care and some 
said their brains were wracked by 
hallucinations of being surround­ 
ed by flames or monsters 


Physicians found that all those 
stricken had eaten bread from the 
same bakeries. Some bread was 
thrown into the river and tile 
fish died. Authorities are think­ 
ing of banning fishing in the 
river. The use of flour from a 
number of mills supplying the 
town already has been banned 
One theory is that the flour 
was poisoned with ergot, a cereal 
parasite which flourishes in rainy 
years. Officials thought the ill­ 
ness might be a recurrence of 
“ fervent fever" known during the 
Middle Ages to have been caused 
by ergot and to have driven men 
mad.

to mice and the mice have be­ 
come paralyzed.
